Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1, 3, 7-9, and 1 1 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 12-15, directed to the process of 
making or using an allowable product and claim 17, directed to coatings made 
according to the allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result 
of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 2/26/2009 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
do not disclose or suggest particles having a multilayered structure consisting of 
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substrates selected from the group consisting of SiC>2 particles, TiC>2 particles, 
holographic pigments, pearlescent pigments, interference pigments, multilayered 
pigments and/or BiOCI pigments which is coated with a layer of one or more polymers 
and a layers of one or more silanes applied thereto. Furthermore, even though the prior 
art may disclose polymer-coated colored substrate particles which are further covered 
with silanes, they do not disclose (1) substrates such as those recited in instant claims 1 
and 3 and (2) substrates coated with a layer of one or more polymers and a layer of one 
or more silanes applied thereto wherein the substrate is one of those recited in claim 3.
